Three 
options 
not final 


> NHS supervisor 
explains how pos¬ 
sible directions 
were determined

The three options put on 
the table by the Niagara 
Health System (NHS)'s pro- 
vincially appointed supervi¬ 
sor are only preliminary sug¬ 
gestions, he is saying. 

Dr. Kevin Smith went over 
the three possible directions 
health care in Niagara could 
be taking with the Times this 
week, and described them as 
a summary of all the feed¬ 
back that he has heard since 
taking the position last year. 

"What this really reflects is 
my synthesis of a whole lot of 
options that I heard from 
many people I talked to," 
said Smith in a phone inter- 

One option would be 
building a new acute care 
facility somewhere in south 
Niagara, which would likely 
result in the closure of other 
aging sites within the NHS.

If this is chosen as the route to take 
for the region, Smith said it would be a 
lengthy debate as to where exactly it 
should be located. 

"We'd have to go through a process to 
help the community select (the site)." 

Another direction that may be imple¬ 
mented, is allowing individual hospital 
sites to undertake more power when it 
comes to the decision-making process. 

Using surgeries as an example, he 
said things issues like cancellations or 
schedule congestion should be dealt 
with by the management and physi¬ 
cians who see it first hand, rather than 
consulting with executives and other 
positions who do not physically operate 
out of the sites. 

"You want the local leadership to 
manage surgeries on the day-to-day," 


said Smith. 

"I'd want someone on the ground to 
fix it today, not waiting for someone 
else to get involved," added Smith. 

He feels this option would create 
more autonomy around operational 
decisions, and at the same time more 
clarity related to strategic corporate 
decisions. 

The third choice, which Smith said is 
likely the most unfavourable, would be 
splitting the NHS into two entities. 

He said it would be similar to a mar¬ 
riage coming to an end, a divorce that 
would create the duplication of costs. 
Department heads and other positions 
within the current system would likely 
be doubled and would cost too much, 
he said. 

"In this day and age, that would be 
swimming against the stream, not with 
it," he said. 

Smith said all possibilities will con¬ 
tinue to be explored.

Council holds off on adding 
representative to group

Mayor Doug Martin says the 
Town of Fort Erie needs to be 
logical and responsible, before 
committing to a request made 
by Port Colbome mayor Vance 
Badawey. 

In a communication item 
considered by council on 
Monday, Badawey asked tbe 
municipality to consider plac¬ 
ing a representative onto tbe 
South Niagara Health Care 
Corporation (SNHCC), aforum 
for a collaborative effort 
amongst community stake¬ 
holders and members of tbe 
community "interested in pre¬ 
serving and advancing the 
future of Health Care in South 
Niagara." 

This recommendation 
arrived around the same time 
the Niagara Health System 
(NHS) 's appointed supervisor, 
Dr. Kevin Smith, outlined a 
number of options for the 
southern tier of Niagara and its 
accessibility to health care. 

One of the directions he has 
suggested to the provincial 
government's Hamilton 
Niagara Haldimand Brant 
Local Health Integration 
Network, would be a new hos¬ 
pital in South Niagara, which 
would likely result in 
the closure of other 


tial associations that are out 
there wouldn't be appropri¬ 
ate," said Martin on Monday. 

Council voted in favour of 
waiting until comments from 
the community health and 
wellness department of the 
municipality are received, 
until making a decision on 
whether or not Fort Erie will 
add an individual to the board 
of directors of the SNHCC. 

In summary, Martin feels 
the people of his town come 
first before anyone else. 

"We have to look at what's 
best for the residents of Fort 
Erie, not other municipalities," 
sard Martin. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill

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Marina project put on hold by Parks Commission 


Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation (EDTC) general 
manager Jim Thibert is call¬ 
ing the Niagara Parks 
Commission (NPC)'s deci¬ 
sion to not renew a memo¬ 
randum of understanding 
between the commission 
and proponents who have 
been working to build a $175 
million marina project 

It was determined this 
week that the NPC would no 
longer be moving ahead 
with the project, which was 
expected to include 450 boat 
slips, a commercial-retail 
area and a condominium. 

The process began in 2006 
when the EDTC put out an 
international tender, look¬ 
ing for proposals to recon¬ 
struct the NPC Marina on 
the Niagara Parkway. 

Bids were received and

Warren DAC Limited, an 
investor who has already 
spent about $1.3 milEon on 
the project. 

This week, the investors 
received a "single para¬ 
graph" letter, according to 
Thibert.

"We came up with a solu¬ 
tion." 

Thibert says the process 
leading up to this point has 
followed provincial guide¬ 
lines and that is publicly 
documented. 

"We've been fair, account¬ 
able and transparent." 

The concept of the project 
is very unique and accord¬ 
ing to Thibert the investors 
have already spent over one 
million dollars on the acqui¬ 
sition of land for off site boat 
storage, two phases of envi¬ 
ronmental assessment and 
an environmental impact 
statement. 

"They've made some seri¬ 
ous investments," said 
Thibert. 

Over the last six years, 
Thibert explained that there 
has been a thorough amount 
of public consultation and it 
is his understanding that 
the project would be 
embraced by nearby resi¬ 


dents and the community at 
large. 

"As far as I know, there 
isn't anybody on the park¬ 
way that isn't satisfied with 
the concept." 

The next potential step 
would be requesting a meet¬ 
ing with provincial minister 
of tourism Michael Chan, to 
go over the process that has 
taken place to date and find 
away to get the project back 
on the table. 

He is confident that the 
documentation filed by the 
EDTC and the proponents 
will show that the proper 
procedures have been fol¬ 
lowed. 

"Everything we've done 
for six years on this project 
is public," said Thibert. 

The original memoran¬ 
dum of understanding 
expired in August 2008 but 
was then renewed for anoth¬ 
er year and a half. 

A second renewal has not 
been granted.

Crash causes gas leak 


On Wednesday, 
approximately 12:48 p.m., 
members of the Niagara

Investigators determined 
that a lone 61-year-old male 
from Fort Erie, was operat¬ 
ing a 1999 Buick Regal north 
on Belfast Road South 
towards the intersection 
with Cambridge Road East. 
The vehicle entered a curve 
at that location and lost 
control, leaving the road¬ 
way and colliding with a 
house on the east shoulder. 


The impact damaged the 
external natural gas line and 
meter, causing a leak. 

The 61-year-old driver 
was air-lifted to the 
Hamilton General Hospital 
with life-threatening inju¬ 
ries, where he remains in 
critical condition at this

Council approves 
operating budget 


Local taxpayers will be 
facing an average 3.4 per 
cent increase, which 
equates to $83.76 a year for 
the average household in 
Fort Erie. This figure is 
inclusive of the Region and 
education taxes. The 
Town's portion will 
increase 4.5 per cent. 

Councillors approved 
the 2012 general levy oper¬ 
ating budget on Tuesday 
evening and were able to 
arrive at a figure that was 
only a few decimal points 
away from the 2.9 per cent 
increase Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley encouraged his 
colleagues to aim for. 

Some of the big ticket 
items that council has set 
aside funding for includes 


$200,000 for the War of 
1812 bicentennial plan¬ 
ning committee, an 
increase to local transit for 
$28,358. 

The Fort Erie Public 
Library (FEPL) had a fund¬ 
ing request on the table for 
$173, 793 but came away 
with $76,250. 

Council elected not to 
replenish the facilities 
reserve fund with the 
$372,000 it used to fund 
the Point Abino Lighthouse 
Restoration Project. 

Council also voted 
against setting aside 
$325,000 for the Kinsmen 
Pool to kick start a fund¬ 
raising strategy to replace 
the pool within the next 
five to seven years.

These reactions began 
right away and will be like 
the giant perfect storm 
hitting Niagara so it will 
certainly be worth watch¬ 
ing and listening to the 
posturing and testimonies 
that will appear. 

Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne had community 
hospitals, and if they 
could be refurbished and 
brought up to code, have 
acute beds and the emer¬ 
gency room re-estab¬ 
lished it would be more 
than satisfactory to every¬ 
one living in those areas. 


If, however, those two 
hospitals are deemed too 
costly to renovate, and are 
going to be closed and 
become acute care facili¬ 
ties then that's great. 

Build a new hospital 
equidistant to us along a 
major highway with 
straight access to the QEW 
so that ambulances or air 
transport can quickly 
transport patients to the 
nearest Trauma Centre 
such as Buffalo Hamilton 
or Toronto and have 
enough acute beds for 
admissions, have servic¬ 
es, and an emergency 
room that could handle 
and stabilize trauma 
patients before transport. 

Many residents do not 
drive, and as we do not
